Dear  Governor  Hodges: 

This  biennal  report  describes  operations  during  a  period  of 
special  importance  in  the  history  of  North  Carolina  Prisons.  The 
first  year  covers  the  last  of  twenty-four  years  of  operation  as  a 
department  under  the  State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission. 
The  second  year  was  the  first  in  which  the  prison  system  functioned 
as  an  independent  state  agency. 

This  report,  authorized  and  compiled  for  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina,  is  an  account  of  the  stewardship  of  the  Prison 
Commission  and  of  the  officials  of  the  Prison  Department.  Through 
statistics  and  narration,  a  story  of  increased  rate  of  progress  is  un- 
folded in  the  following  pages.  This  progress  is  in  the  areas  of  ad- 
ministrative effectiveness,  custodial  safeguards,  diversification  and 
economy  in  farming  and  industrial  enterprises,  and  expansion  of 
rehabilitation  programs.  The  continued  cooperation  of  the  State 
Highway  Commission  has  contributed  to  this  progress. 

Although  progress  has  been  substantial,  many  problems  are 
before  the  Prison  Department.  The  foundation  laid  in  this  biennium 
gives  us  new  advantages  in  facing  up  to  these  problems  and  in  ex- 
tending our  efforts  into  areas  of  rehabilitation,  custody,  and  industry 
never  before  possible.

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SUMMARY  OF  PRISON  OPERATIONS,  1956-1958 


The  most  significant  event  of  the  biennium  was  the  emergence 
on  July  1,  1957,  of  the  North  Carolina  Prison  System  as  an  inde- 
pendent agency.  For  twenty-four  years  the  prisons  had  been  ad- 
ministered by  the  State  Highway  Commission  through  its  Division 
of  Prisons, 

As  a  separate  unit,  the  Prison  Department  is  governed  by  a 
seven-member,  part-time  policy-making  Prison  Commission  and  a 
full-time  Director  of  Prisons.  Under  the  Director  are  five  Assistant 
Directors,  an  Enterprise  Specialist,  and  a  Comptroller  in  charge  of 
these  major  areas  of  administration:  Business  Operations,  Custody 
and  Field  Units,  Enterprises,  Farm  Operations,  Fiscal  Affairs,  and 
Rehabilitation  and  Training.  All  functions  of  the  Prison  Department 
are  channeled  through  these  administrators  to  the  Director  to  lend 
administrative  orderliness  and  effectiveness  to  a  complex  organiz- 
ation involving  eight  prison  institutions  and  eighty-six  field  units. 

The  administrative  talents  of  Prison  Department  officials  are 
challenged  by  factors  such  as  the  diversification  of  activities  found 
in  a  correctional  system,  the  unusually  large  number  of  prisoners  for 
a  state  with  the  population  size  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  broad 
geographical  distribution  of  the  prison  units.  The  heart  of  every 
correctional  system  lies  in  the  abilities  and  sense  of  dedication  of 
the  human  beings  who  staff  the  administrative  organization  utilizing 
the  funds  and  facilities  made  available  by  the  citizenry  through  the 
executive  and  legislative  branches  of  government.  These  human  and 
material  resources  are  brought  to  bear  on  the  crime  problem  through 
establishment  of  policies  and  organizational  structures  which  give 
direction  to  the  manifold  activities  through  clear  definition  of  lines 
of  authority,  fixing  of  responsibilities  at  various  levels  of  manage- 
ment, provision  for  the  flow  of  accurate  information  up  and  down 
the  chain  of  command,  and  the  statement  of  policies  and  objectives. 

It  is  in  this  unglamorous  but  vital  area  that  the  Prison  Com- 
mission and  the  Prison  Department  achieved  important  gains  during 
the  last  biennium.  Already  progress  has  been  reflected  in  the  areas 
of  rehabilitation,  custody,  industrial  and  farming  activities,  and 
business  management.  The  foundation  has  been  laid  for  an  even 
greater  rate  of  future  progress. 


The  Prison  Department  Guidebook,  a  manual  of  approved  policies, 
rules,  and  procedures,  was  expanded  in  the  last  biennium  in  contin- 
uation of  the  cooperative  process  whereby  the  theoretical  insights 
found  in  the  Institute  of  Government  were  wedded  with  the  practical 
experience  of  prison  personnel.  The  Guidebook  has  been  the  chief 
text  employed  in  a  constantly  expanding  in-service  training  program 
for  prison  personnel.  New  policies  for  recruitment,  training,  pro- 
motion, and  release  of  personnel  provide  the  foundation  for  building 
an  organization  of  dedicated  and  trained  career  people. 

Control  of  its  own  fiscal  affairs  has  enabled  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment to  improve  accounting,  budgeting,  and  business  operations. 
Significant  economics  already  have  been  realized,  and  a  foundation 
has  been  established  for  developing  fiscal  figures  so  vital  to  effective 
management  and  long-term  planning.  The  first  year  of  this  biennium 
show  a  saving  against  the  budgetd  expenses  amounting  to  $418,728, 
even  after  subtraction  of  $350,000  for  construction  of  a  300-man  unit 
at  Polk  Prison  not  contemplated  in  the  original  budget. 

Control  of  all  Prison  Enterprises  has  been  centralized  in  the 
Enterprise  Management  Office,  headed  by  an  Enterprise  Specialist, 
who  reports  to  the  Director  of  Prisons.  An  industrial  management 
consultant,  Mr.  E.  W.  Medberry,  was  engaged  temporarily  to  assist 
in  the  formation  of  a  long-term  program  for  development  and  ex- 
pansion of  prison  enterprises  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  lower  costs 
for  goods  and  services  provided  other  State  agencies,  to  reduce  the 
cost  to  the  taxpayer  of  operating  a  modern  correctional  system,  to 
provide  inmate  vocational  training,  and  to  advance  prisoner  rehabi- 
litation. 

Improvements  in  prison  industries  during  the  past  year  may  be 
classified  in  three  broad  categories.  First,  the  working  environment 
has  been  made  similar  to  that  found  in  modern  factories  so  as  to 
enhance  the  training  value  to  the  prisoners.  Second,  a  system  has 
been  established  for  quality  control  to  assure  products  will  satisfy 
specifications  demanded  of  similar  items  produced  commercially. 
Third,  improved  packaging  and  sales  management  within  the  State- 
use  market,  have  increased  1957-58  sales  approximately  22  percent 
over  the  previous  year.  Total  sales  of  the  Prison  Enterprises  for  the 
past  year  was  $4,019,965.32. 

The  forestry  program  was  expanded  to  include  three  sawmills 
and  two  pulpwood  crews  operated  with  thirteen  employees  and  eighty 
prisoners.  An  extensive  forestry  management  program  was  also 
carried  on. 


Completion  of  the  new  laundry  at  Caledonia  Prison  Farm  this 
year  has  enabled  the  Prison  System  to  handle  all  its  own  laundry 
for  the  first  time  and  to  start  providing  laundry  service  to  McCain 
Sanatorium.  McCain's  laundry  is  being  handled  in  the  modern  well- 
equipped  plant  completed  at  Women's  Prison  in  1956.  A  small  laundry 
at  the  Buncombe  County  Unit  services  the  prisons  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.  Prison  laundries  will  soon  be  able  to  offer  other 
State  institutions  the  type  of  service  now  provided  for  McCain  Sana- 
torium. 

The  expanding  labor  services  program  appears  limited  only  by  the 
number  of  honor  grade  prisoners  who  can  be  made  available  for 
janitorial  services,  elevator  operation,  forest  fire  flighting,  nursery 
work,  and  other  labor  services  for  State  agencies,  counties,  and  cities. 

During  the  current  biennium  these  enterprises  have  shown  a 
continuing  increase  in  financial  gain.  In  addition  to  providing  funds 
for  expansion,  these  gains  have  tlso  provided  funds  for  construction 
of  dormitories  and  other  prison  custody  facilities  at  a  cost  of  $242,000. 

For  the  next  biennium  it  is  expected  that  they  will  provide 
$826,000  towards  the  cost  of  dormitories  and  other  custody  facilities 
required  for  the  increase  in  population  during  that  biennium. 

This  means  that  funds  required  from  tax  sources  for  construction 
of  these  facilities  have  been  reduced  accordingly. 

Central  Services 

One  internal  organization  change  effected  upon  separation  to 
increase  efficiency  and  to  realize  economics  was  the  establishment  of 
Central  Services.  This  division  renders  drug,  warehousing,  main- 
tenance and  construction  services  to  the  various  units  of  the  prison 
system. 

All  new  construction  at  the  various  prison  units  and  the  main- 
tenance of  their  buildings,  grounds,  roads,  sewer  and  water  lines  are 
functions  of  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  Section  of  Central 
Services.  This  Section  completed  this  past  year  construction  projects 
costing  over  $1,000,000.  These  essential  capital  improvements  were 
obtained  at  a  considerable  saving  of  tax  dollars  because  the  work 
was  performed  largely  with  prison  labor.  Major  renovations  have 
been  made  at  fifteen  field  units  and  at  Caledonia  Prison  Farm.  A 
new  laundry  and  a  new  cannery  were  completed  at  Caledonia.  Two 
dormitories,  each  with  a  capacity  for  thirty-six  inmates,  have  been 


constructed  at  Women's  Prison  and  work  has  started  there  on  a  new 
cannery.  Office  facilities  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  Sect- 
ion, three  warehouses,  and  a  security  fence  around  the  outside  re- 
creation field  have  been  erected  at  Central  Prison  and  work  has  begun 
on  a  new  chapel  within  the  walls.  A  soap  manufacturing  plant  has 
been  constructed  at  Polk  Prison.  Modern  segregation  facilities  have 
been  built  at  twenty-  two  field  units  to  replace  the  old  dark  cells. 
In  addition,  many  minor  renovations  and  installations  throughout 
the  prison  system  have  been  accomplished. 

Farm  Operations 

Expansion  and  improved  quality  has  characterized  farming  and 
canning  program.  For  example,  over  2,000  more  hogs  were  raised 
last  year  to  reach  a  total  of  nearly  9,000  head.  Egg  production  in- 
creased by  more  than  half  to  reach  231,270  dozen.  Farm  inventories 
of  poultry,  beef  cattle,  and  grain  have  increased  about  20  per  cent. 
The  new  cannery  at  Caledonia  Farm  and  improved  management  of 
the  cannery  at  Women's  Prison  have  resulted  in  a  35  per  cent  in- 
crease in  number  of  gallons  processed. 

Custodial  Improvements 

Adequate  custody  of  all  inmates  committed  to  the  State  Prison 
system  is  a  primary  responsibility  of  the  Prison  Department.  How- 
ever, placing  all  inmates  under  maximum  custody  would  be  econom- 
ically wasteful  and  unnecessarily  injurious  to  their  constructive 
employment  and  progressive  rehabilitation.  The  answer  is  the  correct 
custorial  classification  for  an  individual  inmate  in  relation  to  facilities, 
personnel,  and  programs.  The  ninety-six  prison  units  are  classified 
for  maximum,  close,  medium,  or  minimum  custody.  Inmates  must 
be  moved  from  units  of  greater  to  lesser  custody  as  rapidly  as  feas- 
ible because  each  step  down  the  security  scale  is  to  a  facility  much 
less  costly  to  operate  and  because  successful  adjustment  to  lessening 
custodial  restraints  is  the  best  preparation  for  ultimate  release  into 
the  free  community.  Continuous  testing  and  adjustment  of  classifi- 
cation criteria  and  improvements  in  classification  techniques  have 
made  it  possible  to  reclassify  eight  units  from  medium  to  minimum 
custody  misdemeant  units  during  this  past  year.  Renovations  com- 
pleted this  year  in  a  number  of  field  units  classified  for  close  custody 
have  greatly  increased  the  security  of  these  units. 


Procedures  have  been  established  to  provide  each  inmate  with 
food  adequate  for  good  nutrition,  properly  prepared  and  served  at 
minimum  expense.  Adequate  meals  are  essential  to  maintain  the 
health  and  morale  of  inmates  for  sake  of  custody  and  rehabilitation. 

To  insure  the  nutritional  adequacy,  allowances  recammended 
by  the  National  Research  Council  are  the  basis  for  standard  rations 
for  inmates.  The  Nutrition  Section  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
assists  in  translating  these  recommendations  into  master  menus 
served  in  all  prison  units  on  the  same  day. 

Three  years  ago  the  average  sanitation  score  awarded  field  units 
by  the  Sanitary  Engineering  Division  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
was  72.6 ;  no  unit  had  a  score  as  high  as  90,  the  minimum  to  achieve 
an  A  rating.  Through  an  intensive  eifort,  scores  have  been  raised. 
At  the  end  of  July  1958,  the  average  score  was  91.2;  all  units  had 
an  A  rating,  except  seventeen  and  these  had  ratings  over  80. 

Rehabilitation  Programs 

The  riddle  of  crime  causation  still  puzzles  the  criminologist. 
Like  all  prison  systems,  the  North  Carolina  Prison  Department  re- 
alizes that  there  is  much  to  be  done  before  there  is  justification  for 
a  belief  that  rehabilitation  programs  are  fully  effective.  It  is  in  this 
area  that  greater  effort,  fuller  resources,  and  additional  professional 
personnel  are  required  urgently.  However,  important  steps  have 
been  taken  in  that  direction. 

Providing  an  ill  or  injured  prisoner  with  adequate  medical  care 
is  essential  as  an  aid  to  his  rehabilitation  and  as  a  safeguard  against 
epidemics.  One  full-time  doctor,  one  part-time  doctor,  and  one  part- 
time  oral  surgeon  were  added  to  the  professional  staff  of  the  Prison 
Department's  Central  Hospital  this  year.  Heavy  reliance  must  still 
be  placed  upon  part-time  doctors,  particularly  in  the  field  units. 

The  inmate  with  psychiatric  disorders  represents  a  serious 
problem  for  treatment  and  custody.  A  survey  has  been  made  for  the 
Prison  Department  by  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  The  report  indicates  that  a  major  expansion  of 
psychiatric  services  is  a  "must".  The  report  is  being  studied  by  the 
Prison  Commission. 

The  complexities  of  our  civilization  impose  a  severe  handicap 
upon  anyone  without  basic  academic  education.  Many  inmates  of  the 
Prison  System  are  practically   illiterate.    Over   one-third   have   not 


completed  the  fourth  grade.  To  help  inmates  surmount  this  barrier 
to  successful  adjustment,  the  Prison  Department  has  instituted  liter- 
acy and  human  relations  courses  in  twenty  field  units  classified  for 
felons.  Public  school  and  college  teachers  are  employed  on  a  part-time 
basis  to  conduct  these  courses.  Because  of  the  success  of  this  pilot 
effort,  the  Prison  Department  is  requesting  budgetary  provisions 
to  permit  expansion  of  the  program  during  the  next  biennium  to 
cover  al  field  units  receiving  felons,  except  those  classified  for  close 
custody. 

Most  prison  inmates  lack  trade  skills.  This  is  forcefully  demon- 
strated by  the  difficulty  in  finding  inmates  qualified  for  skilled  work 
within  the  prison  system.  To  meet  the  Department's  own  needs  and 
to  provide  inmates  with  trade  training  that  will  open  new  avenues 
to  higher  paying  jobs  after  their  release,  academic  educational  pro- 
grams at  the  major  institutions  are  supplemented  by  vocational  in- 
struction. 

The  courses  in  bricklaying,  cooking  and  baking,  literacy  and 
general  education  conducted  by  the  vocational  instructor  at  Central 
Prison  have  been  expanded  to  provide  courses  complementing  the  in- 
dustrial operations  at  this  institution.  A  vocational  instructor  has 
been  added  to  the  staff  at  Polk  Prison  to  conduct  clerical  and  jani- 
torial courses  as  well  as  literacy  and  life  adjustment  training. 
Women's  Prison  and  Caledonia  Prison  Farm  also  have  vocational 
instructors  and  active  training  programs.  In  addition,  hundreds  of 
inmates  are  receiving  on-the-job  instruction  in  prison  industrial, 
farming,  and  forestry  enterprises,  in  cooking,  baking,  and  butchering, 
and  in  construction  and  maintenance  activities. 

Light  work  therapy  projects  have  been  developed  at  Caledonia 
Prison  Farm  to  provide  appropriate  gainful  employment  for  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  inmates  with  "C"  work  ratings  (cripples).  Be- 
fore this  development,  inmates  were  stagnating  in  idleness  at  various 
field   units. 

Constructive  use  of  leisure  time  is  important  both  to  keep  a 
prisoner  out  of  trouble  while  in  prison  and  out  of  prison  after  he  is 
once  released.  The  Prison  Department's  Supervisor  of  Recreation  is 
responsible  for  planning,  organizing,  and  directing  a  system-wide 
recreation  program.  The  officer  in  charge  of  each  unit  is  responsible 
for  developing  a  recreation  program  for  his  unit  as  a  part  of  the  De- 


partment's  overall  program.  This  program  includes  organized  ath- 
letics, games,  handicrafts  and  hobbies,  and  inmate  entertainment 
as  well  as  motion  pictures,  radio,  and  television.  It  is  largely  financed 
from  storebox  (canteen)  profits. 

Religion  can  be  a  strong  force  in  the  rehabilitation  of  a  prisoner. 
The  duties  of  a  prison  chaplain  include  religious  services,  instruction 
in  religious  studies,  and  counseling.  One  Negro  Chaplain  has  been 
added  to  the  staff  of  the  Supervisor  of  Religious  Services.  Funds  for 
additional  chaplains  and  for  replacement  of  the  chapel  at  Polk  Prison 
are  being  requested  in  the  budget  for  the  next  biennium.  A  new 
chapel  is  being  constructed  at  Central  Prison. 

Excessive  use  of  alcohol  has  been  a  causative  factor  in  many- 
prison  commitments.  To  aid  in  the  reformation  of  alcoholic  inmates, 
the  office  of  Supervisor  of  Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  has  been  estab- 
lished. It  is  his  responsibility  to  organize  and  coordinate  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  groups  within  the  prison  system  and  to  arrange  for  a 
member  of  an  inmate  chapter  to  be  transferred  to  an  outside  chapter 
nearest  his  home  upon  release.  During  the  first  nine  months  of  opera- 
tion, chapters  have  been  established  in  nine  field  units  and  an  average 
of  300  prisoners  have  participated  in  the  weekly  programs.  Budget 
proposals  for  the  next  biennium  include  funds  for  another  supervisor 
to  help  extend  this  program  throughout  the  prison  system. 

The  office  of  Coordinator  of  Negro  Activities  has  been  estab- 
lished and  filled  with  a  person  exceptionally  well  fitted  by  education 
and  experience  to  help  develop,  supervise  and  gain  community  support 
for  rehabilitation  programs  for  Negro  inmates. 

Policies  and  procedures  respecting  the  classification  of  prisoners 
are  currently  under  study.  Proper  study  of  the  individual  inmate 
and  the  development  of  an  appropriate  treatment  plan  is  vital  to 
successful  rehabilitation.  Improvements  in  this  program  can  be  ex- 
pected in  any  case,  but  progress  in  this  area  will  be  greatly  facili- 
tated by  the  completion  and  staffing  of  a  receiving  and  diagnostic 
center  for  felons.  Funds  for  this  center  are  being  requested. 

A  far-reaching  program  has  been  instituted  to  improve  the  effici- 
ency and  utility  of  the  Prison  Department's  inmate  records  system. 
In  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  select- 
ed records  are  being  microfilmed  and  stored.  The  overall  records 
system  is  under  study  with  a  view  to  adoption  of  machine  operations 


to  usable  statistics  and  essential  information  on  the  characteristics 
and  location  of  inmates  rapidly,  accurately.  Adoption  of  a  properly 
designed  machine  system  will  not  only  facilitate  classification,  treat- 
ment, and  release  of  inmates  but  also  permit  statistical  analysis  so 
essential  for  research  and  evaluation  of  programs  for  treatment, 
custody,  and  industry. 

Summary 

The  last  biennium  has  been  the  most  eventful  in  the  history  of 
the  North  Carolina  Prison  Department.  An  efficient  administrative 
organization  has  been  introduced  to  serve  as  a  framework  for  demon- 
strated progress  in  safeguarding,  housing,  feeding,  and  clothing  the 
inmates ;  in  providing  effective  and  efficient  industrial  and  farm  oper- 
ations; and  in  giving  the  basis  for  rehabilitation  and  treatment  pro- 
grams essential  to  meeting  the  challenge  of  crime.
